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AFFIDAVIT OF PROBABLE CAUSE 



Your affiant Is Lieutenant Matthew O'Connor #185 of the Doytestown Township Police Department. Li 
O'Connor has been a sworn Police Officer with the Doyiestown Township Police Department since 1985. 

On 6/17/2012 at around 1400 hours, the Doytestown Township Police Department responded to the address 
of 25 Bittersweet Drive for the report of a civil dispute by complainant Richard Ktementovich. Upon arrival, 
Officer Shaun Magee observed a manilla envelope in the driveway- The envelope said Doytestown PD. 
Officer Magee turned the envelope over. The envelope had a paper fastened to it which basically advised that 
the subject had scoped rifles, 2000 rounds of ammunition, he was law enforcement and that he was ready to 
die. Officer Magee immediately returned to his patrol vehicle, and exited the premises. 

Officer Magee observed neighbors nearby and advised them to get out of the area. At that time, Officer Magee 
heard numerous gun shots from an unknown location at an unknown target Doytestown Borough Police 
Officers Cpl. Doucette and Garten then arrived in the area. At that time, Officer Magee observed numerous 
bullets striking one of Cpl Doucette'e Doytestown Borough Polios vehicle. Officer Magee had exited his 
vehicles and took a position of cover nearby. Numerous buBets then struck Officer Magee's Police Vehicle 
#2903. Officer Magee advised that the gunshots were so loud that they sounded like they were coming from 
the residence of 25 Bittersweet Drive. 

Upon the arrival of Cpl. Doucette and Officer Garten Doyiestown Borough, Cpl. Doucette's vehicle was struck 
by rifle rounds several times. The shots appeared to be coming from 25 Bittersweet. As Cpl. Doucette was 
being fired upon he was struck by debris from the rounds hitting the vehicle. 

Officer Atta, Warrington Township and officer Rlchwtne Warwick Township responded and upon arrival took a 
position across the street from 25 Bittersweet Drive. At this time there were sounds of gunfire coming from the 
25 Bittersweet Drive and on two occasions debris from rounds were hitting in front of Officer Arta, Officer 
Richwine, and officer Magee. 

Officer Burkhardt, New Britain Township and officer Kraft New Britain Borough responded and assisted Cpl. 
Rose Doyiestown Township. White taking positions to observe 25 Bittersweet Drive both officer Burkhardt and 
Cpl. Rose were shot at from 25 Bittersweet Drive by the defendant 

Officer Skillman Buckingham Township, Officer Lawn Plumstead Township, Sgt Kreuter Doytestown 
Borough, Cpl. Schmaiz Warminster Township used the Bearcat vehicle to extricate Cpl. Doucette Doyiestown 
Borough from the area. As they approched Doucette they received rifle fire from the suspect at 25 Bittersweet 
Drive. 

After extricating CpL Doucette from the scene Sgt Kreuter Doyiestown Borough, Officer Dockery Piumstead 
Township, officer Skillman and officer MacMoran Buckingham Township, and Cpl. Rose Doyiestown 
Township returned to the scene in the Bearcat and again received multiple shots, striking the vehicle. 

Your affiant spoke with Richard and Dolores Klementovich, parents of the defendant. They advised that they 
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have been in text communication with the defendant and he has taxied 'Tell the police 1 have a surprise for 
them, this is the way I want to die." at 1635 hours 6/17/12. 

SWAT and other law enforcement agencies were notified and a perimeter was set up on the residence of 25 
Bittersweet Drive. At 1601 hours, members of the SWAT team saw a subject in the residence of 25 
Bittersweet Drive, and more shots were tired at law enforcement from mat address. The subject was then 
seen In the garage window. At 1701 hours, more shots were fired mam the 2nd floor of 25 Bittersweet Drive 
towards law enforcement. 

Your affiant also obtained a copy of an e-mail received by Richard Klemantovich's wife, Jill Major. In the e-mail, 
Richard Klementovich apologizes to Jill Major for personal shortcomings, advises that he was on steroids, 
mentions dieing several times, and says: "I get angry. Angry at this job and law enforcement And its them 
who I will take out my anger on. They will do the job I couldn't end take my life... Not to mention the two rifles 
ammo magazines scope which prob were over 12000$ I hope whomever comes to our house is ready to die 
tomorrow because I will be Jifl." 

Base on the above information your affiant request a warrant be Issued as per attached criminal complaint
